NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th September 1O66 

G.SJt. 1493.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegrapn Act, 1885 (18 of 1886), tne Central Government hereby maxes tlie 
fodowing rules turther to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951. namely: 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Fourth Amendment) 
Rules, 1968. 


(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st Oct,, 1966. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, I9&1 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), rule 160 and clause* (1) to (12) thereof shad be renumbered as sub-rule 
(l) of that rule and clause* (a) to (1) of sub-rule (1) respectively and after lub- 
rule (1) ae so renumbered, the loUemtog sub-rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of Sub-rule (1), a refund of full charge 
less flf^ pais* absll be payable, without any application or complaint, 
on eapn telegram, whether express or ordinary, booked and meant 
for dellverv within India, if the same 1* delayed due to interruption 
or congosuon of telegraph circuit or other similar cause and reachea 
the oCdce of destlnaUon after the expiry of more than twenty-four 
hour*.,in the case of an express telegram and forty-eight hours in 
the case of an ordinary telegram, of the time of booking: ■ 
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Provided that no refund Bball be payable under this sub-rule, in case— 

(i) the teiegram was not gent by post lor part oi: whole oi its route; or 
(ii) the ofllce of origin had informed the se .der, at the time ot boolring 
the te-egram, that the telei^ram is likely to oe delayed.”. 

3. For rule 182 of the said rules,- the following rule shaU be substituted, 
namely;— 

"162, (1) Complaints respecting Inland telegrams and claims for refund of 
charges paid thereon shall be made either to the Offlcer-ln-Charge of the telegraph 
office where the te egram was booked or to the Offlcer-ln-C large of the telegraph 
office of delivery within forty-five days of the date of booking of the telegram. 

(2) Every such claim or complaint shall be accompanied by documentary 
evidence of the nature specified below, namely:— 

(a) in case ol non-delivery or of delay, the receipt (Rule 67) granted for 

telegram and a wrl.len s-ate.nent trom tne addressee, 

(b) in case oi a.tcratlon o; omission, 'the copy of the telegram deliveied 

to me aidressee; 

(CJ in case of an unused reply telegram fo m (Rule 98j, the reply telegr*am 
form dtiive^ea to ;ne aamesset; 

(d) In case of p.ud service advices (RUle 154), the lecaipt for the repetitisn 

message and the cor.ecuon memorandum gian.cd in co mention there¬ 
with by the telegraph office of delivery; 

(e) In case of delay due to posting [sub-rule (2) or rula 1601. the receipt 

(Rule 67) and the refund certificate tMR-54) issued by the leiegrapn 
otnee or delivery; 

(f) in all other cases, the receipt (Rule 67) granted lor the telegram. 

(3) No complaint or claim for refund shall be entertained unless the same is 
received by the concerned Officer-ln-Charge within forty-live days from the date 
of booking of the telegram In respect of which the complaint or claim Is made-”. 

4. For rule 164 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted 
namely:— 

"104. Period of preseryation.—The originals of Inland telegrams and all docu¬ 
ments relating to them, shall be retained and preserved as follows:— 

(a) ‘ A’ message drafts of Inland telegrams, other than those referred to In 
clauses (c), (d) and (e), shall be retained in the concerned telegraph office of 
origin for a period of two months and shall thereafter be sent to the Telegraph 
Check Office where, with the exception of 'A’ message drafts referred to in 
clause (b), they may be destroyed, if no longer required for any specific purpose. 

(b) ‘A’ mes.sage drafts of (1) Frontier telegraph offices relating to Indo-Paklstan, 
Indo-Ceylon and Indo-Ncpal messages and (ii) telegraph money order advices 
shall, after receipt In the Telegraph Check Office, be preserved lor a period of 
six months reckoned from the beginning ol the month following that in which 
the telegrams were booked and may then be destroyed, if no longer required for 
any specific purpose. 

(c) ‘A’ message drafts of the following classes of telegrams shall be retained 
In the concerned telegraph office for a period specified below against each class 
ol telegram and shall then be sent to the Telegraph Check Office where they shall 
be preserved for a period of two months from the date of booking, and may there¬ 
after be destroyed, If no lohger required for any specific purpose:—

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(d) ‘A meKsage draits booked by the Meteorological Department dufina the 
period trom bth to 14m in the months oi January and Juiy shad be sent to the 
xelegrapn Checit Olhce in the first weeic or tne flionon xOiiowing that m which 
the telegrams were boo.ted in a separate bundle suparscr.bed 'Inn-nd Weather 

Me^jages and statement of —- Telegraph Ufflee lor me iiionm o± -■— 

In case no telegrams are booked during the aioreoaid period oi January or July, 
the ‘A’ message draits of telegrams boolced during tne period from 15th to 2 lit 
of January or July, as the case may be, or fain ig tna„ tao, ah the telegrams 
booked during these months, shall be sent to the delegraph Gheck office m tne 
month following that in which the telegrams weie booked. 

(e) ‘A’ message drafts booked by the Meteorologi al Department on other days 
shall not be sent to the Telegraph Check OIHce but sha 1 be preserved in the 
concerned te egraph ofiice for a period of two months from the date of bodklng 
and may thereafter be destroyed, if not required far any spaciflc purpose. 

(f) ‘B’ and ‘C’ message drafts, other than those of Indo-Pakistan, Indo-Ceylon 
and indo-Nepal telegrams received by frontier telegraph officei and telegraph 
money order advices, shall be retained In the conseiiied telegraph offices for a 
period of two niontlH aini may thcieatter be desvioiea It nut requ.red for any 
specjfi,; purpofe 

(gl ‘B’ and ‘C’ message drafts of frontier telegraph offices relating to Indo- 
Pakistan, Indo-Ceylon and Indo-Nepal telegrams shall be retained In the con¬ 
cerned telegraph offices for a period of two months and shall thereafter be sent to 
the Telegraph Check Office Calcutta, where they shall be nreserved for a period 
of six months reckoned from the beginning of the month following that hi which 
the telegrams were booked and may then be destroyed, If not required for any 
specific purpose. 

(h) 'B’ and ‘C message drafts of telegraph money order advices shall be pre¬ 
served in the concerned telegraph offices for a period of six months reckoned from 
the beginning of the month following that m wh'ch they were boukea and may 
then be destroyed, if not required for any specific purpose. 

Explanation .—In this lule and in rule 380.— 

(i) ‘A’ message draft’ means the original telegram booked by the sender at 
the telegraph office of origin; 

(11) 03’ message draft' means the telegram received at a telegraph office from 
another telegraph office for the purpose of retransmission: and 

(ill) ‘C’ message draft’ means the telegram received at the telegraph office 
of delivery.’’. 

6 . For rule 165 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“165. Inspection of Telegrams. —Originals or copies of telegrams may be shown 
to the sender or addressee or authorised representative of either of them on 
proof, if required, of the Identity of such person, provided the request for 
inspection is made within the prescribed period of preservation. A charge of fifty 
palse shaU be made for such Inspection. . 

6 . For rule 166 of the said rules, the following rule shall be rubstituted, 
namely:— 

"166. Copies.—^The sender or addressee of an inland telegram or authorises 
representative of either of them may, on application made to die lelegiaph office 
concerned within forty-five days from the date of booking of the telegram, be 
furnished with certified copies or photographs— 

(a) of the telegram originally booked for transmission, or 

(b) of the copy delivered, if a duplicate of it has been retained.”. 

7. For rule 169 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted 
namely:— 

"169. Extended preservation.—(1) On the ground of pending or contemplated 
judicial proceedings, application raav. whhin the period pre.scribed for the pre¬ 
servation of telecram.s, be made bv an interested party to the Officer-in-Charge of 
the telegraph office where the telegram in question was booked or from which 
dtliveicd as llie case may be, lui fuither piescrvation of anv specified inland 
telegram. 

(2) On receipt of an application under sub-rule (1), such telegram shall not 
be forwarded to the Telegraph Check Office or destroyed, as the case may be. as 
required undi.r rule 164, but shall be preserved in the telegrapli office concerned 
for a further period of three n)onlli>' 
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(3) At the expiration of the extended period the telegram shall, in default of 
anoUier appacanun, be oisposed oi at per normal rules. 

(4) The duty of the Telegraph Department shall be confined to malting the 
seaicn and pie^erving die unfcgr.^m, U lound, and no inlormauon as to The result 
m the searca suau oe furnisned, nor shall any telegram preserved under this rule 
be produced except, on the order ot a court of law or other competent authority.”. 

8 . In rule 170 of the said rules, for the words ‘Check Office or the telegraph , 
office as the case may.' the words ‘telegraph oliice concerned,” shall be substituted, 

9. For rule 375 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

”375. Complaints respecting telegrams and claims for refund of charges 
Involving cu.apiaaits agaxiisc uie service may be maae to me OUn-Ui-in-Chaibe of 
tne teit^raiJii oiaca waeie ihe telegram was booked or the Offleer-in-Charge of 
tne telegiapn omce of aelivery and claims for retund which do not involve com¬ 
plaints igaiusi me Service may be made to tne Omcer-m-Cnarge oi the lelograph 
Check Office: 

Provided that claims for refund on account of (1) paid .service advice (Kule 
306;, (2) overcharges on telegrams (Rule 233), or (3) telegrams cancelled before 
transrmsaion has i..egun (Ruie 248), il made withm forty-hve days of the date ol 
boOKing of the teieg.am, be presented at the telegraph office at which such advice 
or telegram was booked.”. 

10. For rule 320 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

”380. Period of preservation—The originals of foreign telegrams and all docu¬ 
ments pertaining to them snail be retained and preserved as loiiows;— 

(a) ‘A’ message dratls of foreign telegrams and ‘B’ and ‘C’ message drafts of 
such telegrams t.ncluuing radio teiegrams) received by irontier telegiaph offices 
anu Indiaii uoustui biatioos shall be retamed lor a period of two monms in the 
telegraph ohices concerned and shall thereafter be sent to ihe Telegraph Check 
Onice, Where (■hey snail be preserved for a period of six months reckoned from 
tne beguining oi the month louowing that in which tne telegram was booked and 
may then uc ueuroyeu u no longer required for any specinc purpose. 

(b) ‘B’ and ‘C’ message drafts of telegraph money order advices, other than 
those receiVcU by ironiitn teiegrapii ouicea and Indian Coastal tJtai.ons, shall be 
retainea m me eoiiverned teiegiayn omces tor a period of six months reckoned 
from me beginning of me monm lollowing that m which the telegrams were 
booked and i.iay men be desu oyed. u no longer required lor any specinc purpose; 

(c) All other ‘B’ and ‘C message drafts shall be retained in the concerned 
telegiaph ouioes loi a i^ciiod of two months ana six momhs respectively, reckoned 
from tne begmning or me month following ihai in which the telegrams were 
booxed and may mereaUer be destroyed u no longer required for any specific 
puipoae." 

11. In rule 382 of the said rule.s, for the words “one month”, the words "forty- 
five days” shall be suDsiUuied. 

12. For rule 387 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 

namely:— ‘ 

"387. Applications for inspection of foreign telegrams or for copies^ such 
tclefranis inay bfc tiduicbaeJ lo liie tcicgrapu oificc cunjfcrntjd or to ti^ Oulc^^in- 
ChaiKe of the leiegiaph Creek Office as the case may be, within the period of 
preservation speemea m rule 3M. AppUcations for phomgrapns may be adoreeaed 
^ the Officei In Chaiga of Uia fciegia^h Cbcck uince, -
